Of 
alfalfa  (first  cutting),  the  total  yield  is  361,500  tons  as  against 
583,790  tons  last  year,  the  average  per  acre  being  1.45  tons,  as  compared 
with  2.45  last  year. 

A  very  unsatisfactory  feature  in  the  present  international  situa- 
tion is  the  hopeless  state  of  the  Russian  crops.      Unofficial  reports 
state  that  during  last  autumn  and  the  spring  of  this  year  only  a  very 
small  area  was  sown  to  the  various  crops,  resulting  in 
RUSSIA         a  failure  of  the  peasants  to  produce  sufficient  food  for 
their  own  needs* 

In  North  Africa  the  crops  were  generally  larger  than  last  year. 
In  Algeria,  the  threshing  results  show  a  better  yield  than  was  anticipated 
in  the  earlier  part  of  the  season.      In  Tunis,  bad  weather  somewhat  re- 
duced the  yields  from  those  expected  earlier  in  the 
NORTH  AFRICA         season,  while  in  Morocco  the  crops  are  generally  re- 
ported as  quite  satisfactory.     According  to  estimates 
published  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome,  Italy, 
these  three  countries  are  expected  to  produce  for  the  season  1921  a  yield 
of  66,138,000  bushels  of  wheat,  against  36,743,000  bushels  last  year. 

In  the  Southern  Hemisphere  the  agricultural  outlook  is  still  re- 
ported as  favorable,  but  the  crops  for  the 
SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE       1921-22  season  have  been  sown  recently  and  no 

dependable  forecast  of  production  is  yet 

available.
